BILL 

TO 

Provide for the Closing of Public-Houses on Sunday 
in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows:— 

1. Prom and after the commencement of this Act it shall 
J not be lawful to sell or expose for sale any intoxicating liquor 
or to open or keep open any premises for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor during any hours or times on Sunday m Ireland, and so 
much of the first section of the Sale of Liquors on Sunday 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, as excepts from the operation of the said 
10 Act the Metropolitan Police District of Dublin Metropolis and 
the cities of Cork, Limerick, and Waterford, and the town of 
Belfast, shall, as from the commencement of this Act, be 
repealed. 

2. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of 
October one thousand nine hundred and fourteen. 

3. This Act may he cited as the Sunday Closing (Ireland) 
Act, 1913. 

4. This Act shall apply to Ireland only. 
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
